There  are  3 hospitals  in  the  County  (apart  from  Ladysbridge 
Mental  Hospital — regarding  which  see  separate  report  for  1946), 
owned  and  administered  by  the  County  'Council,  namely,  Camp- 
bell Hospital,  Portsoy,  and  the  County  Hospital,  Dufftown,  both 
used  mainly  for  infections  diseases,  and  the  Seafie  1 d Hospital, 
Buckie,  which  was  transferred  from  Poor  Law  to  Public  Health 
administration  during  1945.

Since  the  additional  accommodation  was  made  available  at 
Seafield  Hospital,  following  on  the  closing  down  of  the  Civil  De- 
fence First-Aid  Post,  full  use  has  been  made  of  it. 

The  “Scottish  Hospital  Survey,”  issued  by  the  Department  of 
Health  for  Scotland  in  1946,  described  the  three  hospitals  as 
follows : — 

Campbell  Hospital,  Portsoy. 

This  is  a hospital  of  74  beds  which,  although  just  outside  the 
small  town  of  Portsoy,  has  served  the  whole  of  lower  Banffshire ; 
buildings  and  site  are  good.  It  has  a main  block  with  adminis- 
trative and  nurses'  accommodation  and  adequate  kitchen;  two 
blocks  containing  54  beds  in.  all , in  wards  taking  2-12  beds  each  ; 
a new  spacious  well-appointed  block  of  20  beds  in  two  8-bed  wards 
and  4 single  rooms,  with  nurses’  quarters  above ; all  main  services ; 
central  heating  for  ward  blocks ; laundry  with  electric  washing 
machines  ; steam  disinfector.  The  new  block  was  built  because  a 
recent  epidemic  caused  over-crowding  of  the  rest,  but  it  has  not 
been  put  into  occupation. 

Becommendations  (paras.  77,  88) : 

The  principle  of  treating  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  from 
the  region  in  the  two  infectious  diseases  hospitals  of  Aberdeen 
and  Elgin  (with  Inverurie.  Aboyne,  Alford,  and  Dufftown  in  re- 
serve) will  set  free  the  accommodation  in  this  hospital.  That  in 
the  two  older  blocks  should  be  used  for  chronic  sick ; we  have 
reckoned  it  as  47  beds  to  allow  wider  spacing.  The  new  block 
s hould  at  first  be  kept  in  reserve  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in 
epidemic  times  or  when  roads  and  railways  are  snow-bound.  If 
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in  time  this  proves  unnecessary  it  may  be  adapted  in  the  long- 
term policy  for  some  other  purpose,  e.g.,  as  a maternity  unit,  as 
a cottage  hospital  for  medical  cases  with  out-patient  clinic  and 
casualty  accommodation  or  as  accommodation  for  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

County  Hospital,  Dufftown. 

This  is  an  infectious  diseases  hospital,  built  40  years  ago,  of 
stone  and  rough -east,  on  a large  site  just  outside  Dufftown.  It 
has  a brick  administrative  and  staff  quarters,  two  ward  blocks 
accommodating  31  beds  in  all,  and  a hut  for  a tuberculosis  patknt ; 
adequate  kitchen ; all  main  services ; central  heating ; Robin 
Hood  Boilers  ; hand  laundry  ; steam  disinfector. 

Becommendations  (para.  77)  : 

This  hospital  should,  in  normal  times,  be  kept  empty  on  a 
care  and  maintenance  basis,  ready  to  be  staffed  and  opened  for  the 
reception  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  when  the  pressure  of  epi- 
demics or  bad  weather  conditions  make  then*  transfer  to  Aberdeen 
or  Elgin  impossible. 

Seafield  Hospital,  Buckie. 

This  is  a former  Poor  Law  Institution  now  used  as  a hospital 
for  maternity  cases,  children  and  chronic  sick.  Its  old  part  is  a 
wood  and  corrugated  iron  structure  with  accommodation  for  17 
chronic  sick,  6 children,  and  6 maternity  cases,  a labour  room  and 
an  operating  theatre  used  as  a nursery.  It  has  a new  concrete 
block  of  16  to  20  beds,  with  waiting  room  and  sunshine  parlour, 
built  during  the  war  and  not  yet  occupied.  It  has  all  main  ser- 
vices ; central  heating ; Robin  Hood  and  Ideal  boilers ; hand 
laundry  with  electric  washer.  Nurses  are  accommodated  in  a 
nearby  house.  Equipment  is  not  altogether  up-to-date. 

Becommendations  (para.  69)  : 

This  hospital  should  be  used  solely  for  maternity  cases.  The 
new  block  will  provide  about  17  beds,  but  will  require  some  adap- 
tation. The  old  block  can  at  first  provide  labour  room,  nursery, 
and  some  staff  administrative  accommodation,  but  it  is  unsatis- 
factory and  should  as  soon  as  possible  be  replaced  by  new  con- 
struction. In  the  long-term  policy  it  may  'be  convenient  to  include 
also  out-patient  accommodation  for  consultative  clinics  and  minor 
surgery.

GENERAL. 

(1)  Cancer. 

Cases  of  malignant  diseases  have  been  treated  at  Aberdeen 
Royal  Infirmary,  Forresterhill,  Aberdeen,  during  each  of  the  4 
years  1943-44-45  and  46,  the  County  Council  making  a fixed 
annual  contribution  towards  the  scheme.  Travelling  expenses  of 
several  patients  and  in  a number  of  cases  also  of  a companion, 
have  been  met  each  year  by  the  County  Council. 
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(2)  Diabetes. 

A.  number  of  diabetic  patients  were  supplied  with  insulin  in 
one  or  other  of  its  forms,  either  free  or  at  a modified  cost.  In  a 
few  cases  outfits  were  provided. 

(3)  Orthopaedic  Clinics. 

There  are  two  clinics  organised  and  staffed  by  the  North-East 
of  Scotland  Cripples  Welfare  Association.

(4)  Health  Education. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Educa- 
tion the  services  of  a lecturer  and  a film  unit  were  accepted  for 
a week  in  September  1945.

SUMMARY  REPORT  BY  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

For  the  Years  1942,  1943,  1944,  1945  and  1946. 


A.  GENERAL  SANITATION. 

1.  Water  Supplies. 

There  are  eleven  Special  Water  Supply  Districts  in  the 
County,  namely : — Crovie  and  Gardenstown  in  the  Parish  of 
Gamrie,  Whitehills  in  the  Parish  of  Boyndie,  Fordyce  and  Sandend 
in  the  Parish  of  Fordyce,  Portgordon  in  the  Parish  of  Rathven, 
Tomintoul  in  the  Parish  of  Kirkmichael,  Newmill  in  the  Parish  of 
Keith,  Crannoch  in  the  Parish  of  Grange,  Gornhill  in  the  Parish  of 
Orctiquhill,  and  Milltown  in  the  Parish  of  Rothiemay. 

Of  these  districts,  only  3 can  be  said  to  have  a sufficiency  of 
water  for  their  needs,  namely,  Crovie,  Newmill  and  Milltown  of 
Rothiemay.  Some  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  collecting 
pipes  at  all  three  districts  but  after  cleaning  out  and  the  carrying 
out  of  improvement  works  at  the  sources  these  supplies  are  working 
satisfactorily. 

Severe  shortages  were  experienced  annually  in  the  summer 
months  in  Gardenstown,  Cornhill  and  Crannoch  Districts  necessi- 
tating the  shutting-off  of  the  supplies  at  nights  for  periods  varying 
from  9 to  12  hours.  The  shortage  is  particularly  severe  in  Comhiil 
where  the  supply  diminishes  to  practically  nil.  Sandend’s  supply 
consists  of  a series  of  dip  wells  behind  the  village  from  which  the 
villagers  carry  a supply  and,  while  the  flow  from  these  is  main- 
tained, this  is  a very  unsatisfactory  type  of  supply.  Shortages 
were  experienced  during  the  summer  months  in  Whitehills,  during 
August  and  September  in  Portgordon  and  occasionally  in  Tomin- 
toul, necessitating  the  shutting-off  of  these  supplies  overnight. 
The  consumption  of  water  in  Whitehills  and  Portgordon  will  in- 
crease greatly  when  the  County  Council’s  housing  programme  gets 
under  way  and  augmentations  will  be  necessai-y  at  both  places. 

The  water  supply  to  Fordyce  is  just  sufficient  for  the  present 
needs  of  the  village  but  shortages  were  occasionally  experienced 
due  to  falls  in  the  pressure  accentuated  by  the  corroded  state  of  the 
distribution  mains.  An  augmentation  will  be  required  in  this  dis- 
trict and  the  renewal  of  all  mains  is  necessary. 
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The  various  supply  systems  were  maintained  in  good  order  as 
far  as  small  repairs  and  improvements  permitted  ; reservoirs  were 
cleaned  out  in  all  districts  and  the  mains  scoured  regularly  in 
most  districts.  Small  extensions  were  made  to  the  distribution 
mains  in  Garden stown  and  Crovie.  The  collecting  system  at  Gar- 
denstown  was  dug  up,  cleaned  and  relaid,  resulting  in  an  improved 
flow  to  the  storage  tank.  A small  augmentation  was  provided  for 
the  Comhill  water  supply  from  a private  supply  nearby.  The  cost 
of  this  work  did  not  fall  to  be  borne  by  the  Special  District  as  the 
public  of  the  district  raised  the  necessary  funds  by  subscriptions, 
etc. 

Samples  were  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examina- 
tion from  all  districts  and  all  proved  satisfactory,  apart  from  minor 
bacterial  contaminations  the  causes  of  which  were  readily  removed. 

Inspections  of  domestic  water  fittings  were  carried  out  in  each 
district  to  assist  in  the  prevention  of  waste. 

Consequent  upon  the  advent  of  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and 
Sewerage  Act  1944,  a survey  was  carried  out  in  1945  with  a view  to 
augmenting  existing  supplies  to  Special  Water  Districts  and  the 
provision  of  water  supplies  to  communities  meantime  without  a 
gravitation  water  supply.  A large  number  of  possible  sources  of 
supply  were  investigated,  sampled  and  gauged.  Gaugings  continue 
to  be  taken  at  regular  intervals.  A report  on  proposed  new  water- 
supplies  and  augmentations  was  submitted  to  the  County  Council. 

Complaints  were  received  regarding  defective  water  supplies 
to  houses  in  rural  areas  and  these  were  investigated  and  satisfac- 
torily dealt  with.  In  many  cases  samples  were  taken  and  advice 
given  as  to  the  best  methods  of  protecting  and  improving  supplies. 
The  following  are  the  numbers  of  complaints  dealt  with  in  the  vari- 
ous years  1942— 10,  1943—11,  1944—25,  1945—14,  1946—20. 

In  addition,  during  1945  and  1946  this  department’s  advice 
was  sought  and  given  with  regard  to  the  quality  and  protection  of 
proposed  new  water  supplies  to  houses  and  farms.  In  all  cases 
samples  were  taken  and  where  it  was  rrot  considered  possible  to 
adequately  protect  supplies  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  alternative 
supplies  were  sought.  The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  in  this  class 
during  the  years  1945  and  1946  was  14  and  36  respectively. 

2.  Drainage. 

There  are  8 Special  Drainage  Districts  in  the  County,  namely, 
Gardenstown,  Whitehills,  Fordyce,  Sandend,  Portgordon,  Comhill, 
Mill  town  of  Rothiemay  and  Tomintoul. 

Gardenstown,  Whitehills,  Portgordon,  Comhill,  Miiltown  of 
Rothiemay  and  Tomintoul  each  have  a modern  system  of  sewers 
laid  throughout  the  villages  and,  apart  from  minor  chokages  which 
were  immediately  cleared,  these  systems  have  been  maintained  in 
a satisfactory  manner. 
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Neither  Sandend  nor  Fordyce  has  a satisfactory  system  of 
sewage  disposal  and  modern  sewerage  systems  will  require  to  be 
provided  in  these  villages.  Newmill  and  Craigellachie  are  fair- 
sized  villages  which  have  no  satisfactory  method  of  sewage  disposal 
and  modem  sewerage  systems  will  require  to  be  provided  in  these 
villages  also. 

3.  Sewage,  Purification  and  Disposal — Methods  and  Efficiency. 

Gardenstown,  Whitehills  and  Portgordon  discharge  sewage 
direct  into  the  sea  below  low  water  mark  and  no  complaints  were 
received  regarding  any  backwash  of  sewage.  One  outfall  pipe  at 
Portgordon  became  badly  choked  causing  flooding  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  village  due  to  a break  in  the  pipe  and  stones  gaining 
access  thereby.  Unfortunately,  repairs  had  to  be  delayed  for  a 
few  weeks  as  work  could  only  be  carried  out  at  spring  tides. 
Repairs  were  effected  at  the  earliest  opportunity  and  no  further 
chokage  has  occurred.  Minor  repairs  were  carried  out  on  other 
outfall  sewers  immediately  the  need  was  observed. 

The  sewage  from  Cornhill  and  Milltown  of  Rothiemay  is 
treated  in  septic  tanks  prior  to  the  discharge  of  the  effluent  into 
streams.  The  septic  tanks  at  Cornhill  were  cleaned  out  and  the 
system  improved  when  a P.O.W.  Camp  was  erected  in  the  village 
and  for  a time  some  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  effluent  due 
to  flooding  of  the  extended  outflow  pipe  after  heavy  rain.  This 
has  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with.  The  septic  tanks  at  Milltown 
of  Rothiemay  were  cleaned  out  following  complaints  of  chokages 
and  are  now  functioning  satisfactorily. 

There  is  no  purification  system  for  the  sewage  from  Tommtoul, 
which  discharges  into  the  Conglass  burn,  a tributary  of  the  River 
Avon.  No  complaints  were  received  of  offence  being  caused  by 
this  discharge. 

At  Fordyce  the  sewage  discharges  into  the  Fordyce  bum  and 
except  at  houses  where  septic  tanks  are  installed,  there  is  no 
treatment. 

4.  Scavenging. 

The  Special  Scavenging  Districts  are: — Gardenstown,  White- 
hills,  Fordyce,  Sandend,  Portgordon  and  Newmill  and  they  con- 
tinue to  be  conducted  in  a fairly  satisfactory  manner.  The  refuse 
dump  at  Gardenstown  is  on  the  foreshore  at  the  East  end  of  the 
village  and  some  offence  is  caused  on  the  fdreshore  between  Gardens- 
town and  Crovie  following  exceptionally  high  tides.  A new  dump 
will  require  to  be  provided  for  Gardenstown  away  from  the  fore- 
shore, but  the  haulage  difficulties  are  great  due  to  the  steep  nature 
of  the  main  road  leading  out  cf  the  village.  A fence  was  erected 
to  enclose  the  refuse  dump  at  Fordyce. 

5.  Rivers  Pollution — Presence  or  Absence,  Nature  and  Sources. 

There  is  nothing  to  report  under  this  heading. 
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6.  Offensive  Trades. 

Licences  were  granted  to  Mr  James  Christie  for  a knackery  at 
Muirfield  Kennels,  Portsoy,  and  to  Mr  Robert  Christie  for  a knack- 
ery at  Douglasbrae,  Keith.  These  premises  were  regularly  in- 
spected and  found  to  be  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner.  13 
inspections  of  knackeries  were  made  during  1946.  The  knackery 
at  Douglasbrae  has  now  been  demolished  and  it  is  intended  to  erect 
a modern,  properly  equipped  knackery  there. 


B.  MISCELLANEOUS. 

1.  Schools. 


The  sanitary  conveniences  at  most  of  the  schools  in  the  County 
were  inspected  and  found  to  be  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condi- 
tion. A large  percentage  of  schools  now  have  modern  sanitary  con- 
veniences installed  and  steady  progress  is  being  made  in  bringing 
the  remainder  into  line  with  modern  requirements.

2.  Factories. 

There  are  140  factories  on  the  Register,  87  of  which  are 
mechanically-powered  and  53  non -mechanical.  The  various  classi- 
fications are Blacksmiths  26.  Joiners  13,  Mealmillers  17,  Saw- 
millers  29,  Fishcurers  7,  Motor  Engineers  8,  Boot  Repairers  4. 
Tailors  2,  Bakers  9,  Distillers  20,  and  Miscellaneous  5. 
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72  inspections  of  factories  were  made  during  1946  and.  follow- 
ing representations  to  owners  Water  Closets  and  Wash-Hand 
Basins  were  installed  at  3 factories,  pail -closets  at  3 f actories  and 
latrines  at  5 factories 

3.  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  no  common  lodging-houses  in  the  County. 

4.  Burial  Grounds, 

Inspections  were  made  of  burial  grounds  as  time  permitted. 
Those  inspected  were  found  to  be  maintained  in  good  order. 

5.  Nuisances. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  various  years 
was  : — 1942 — 33,  1943—24,  1944—29,  1945—42,  1946—32.'  All 

these  complaints  were  investigated  and  the  necessary  steps  taken 
to  have  the  causes  removed.  All  cases  were  satisfactorily  dealt 
with  without  recourse  to  Statutory  Notices  from  the  Local 
Authority.  The  nature  of  the  complaints  dealt  with  included:  — 
foul  accumulations  of  refuse,  defective  drainage  systems  or  lack  of 
drains,  carcases  of  sheep,  cattle,  horses,  porpoises  and  a whale 
washed  ashore  from  the  sea  or  thrown  up  on  river  banks,  defective 
closet  accommodation  or  lack  of  such  conveniences,  dirty  housing 
conditions,  dirty  bedding  and  clothing,  defective  or  overfull 
ashpits. 

In  addition  to  the  above  general  nusiances,  complaints  were 
received  regarding  defective  conditions  in  houses  and  chaumers, 
the  numbers  being:— 1942 — 45,  1943 — 56,  1944 — 53,  1945 — 34, 
1946 — 29.  All  these  complaints  were  investigated  and  the  pro- 
prietors asked  to  have  necessai’y  improvements  effected.  All  cases 
were  satisfactorily  dealt  with  without  recourse  to  Statutory  Notices 
from  the  Local  Authority. 

6.  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  in  the  landward  area  of  the 
County  following  cases  of  infectious  diseases  was  : — 1942 — 31, 
1943 — 29,  1944 — 21.  1945 — 34,  1946 — 38.  2 schools  and  3 class- 
rooms in  1 school  were  also  disinfected  after  scarlet  fever. 

7.  Interments  under  Section  69  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland) 

Act  1897. 

The  number  of  interments  carried  out  under  the  above  section 
in  the  various  years  was: — 1942 — 1,  1943— nil.,  1944—3,  1945 — 
nil.,  1946—1. 

8.  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act  1919. 

Red  Squill  poison  was  sold  at  a cheap  rate  to  persons  wishing 
to  deal  with  minor  infestations.  Complaints  were  received  of 
infestations  in  warehouses,  farms,  hotels,  houses  and  Military 
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Establishments  and  advice  was  given  as  to  the  best  methods  of 
rat  destruction.  Demonstrations  were  given  in  the  use  of  a 
gassing  pump  apd  this  was  used  with  good  effect. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Scotland)  Order,  1943, 
the  work  of  rat  destruction  increased  considerably.  A survey  of 
the  whole  County  was  made  during  the  period  October  1943 — 
January  1944  with  the  aid  of  surveyors  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  this  survey  was  followed  up  by  a squad  of  rat- 
catchers from  the  Department  who  did  good  work  in  the  County 
from  November  1943  to  July  1944 

The  number  of  rats  destroyed  in  this  period  was  16,677,  the 
total  being  made  up  of  7,116  trapped  and  9,561  estimated 
destroyed  by  gassing  and  poisoning.  A squad  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture’s  ratcatchers  operated  again  in  the  County  from 
May  1945  to  December  1945  and  again  did  good  work,  the  number 
of  rats  destroyed  being  31,106,  the  total  being  made  up  of  5,697 
trapped  and  25,409  estimated  destroyed  .by  gassing  and  poisoning. 
It  would  appear  that  these  operations  have  had  a good  effect  as 
the  figure  for  rats  destroyed  in  1946  is  much  less  than  in  previous 
years.  A squad  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture’s  ratcatchers 
operated  in  the  County  from  September  to  December  1946,  the 
number  of  rats  destroyed  being  5,933,  the  total  being  made  up  of 
1863  trapped  and  4,070  estimated  destroyed  by  gassing  and 
poisoning. 


C.  HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING. 

1.  Housing  (Scotland)  Acts,  1925-1938. 

During  the  years  under  review  Official  Representations  were 
made  to  the  Local  Authority  with  regard  to  the  defective  condition 
of  15  houses  and  1 chaumer.  Following  upon  these  representations 
the  Local  Authority  passed  12  Demolition  Orders  and  4 Closing 
Orders,  the  application  of  5 of  the  Demolition  Orders  being  de- 
ferred until  such  time  as  the  present  tenants  vacate. 

A survey  was  commenced  during  1946  to  determine  overcrowd- 
ing conditions  and  the  numbers  of  unfit  houses  in  the  Landward 
area  of  the  County.  The  survey  was  completed  in  the  Parish  of 
Deskford  and  the  villages  of  Gardenstown  and  Sandend.  On  the 
result  of  this  survey  it  is  hoped  to  provide  a guide  to  the  Council 
as  to  the  future  housing  needs  of  the  County  on  which  their 
housing  programme  may  be  based. 

All  of  the  County  Council’s  pre-war  houses  were  inspected 
when  it  was  found  that  the  tenants  were  maintaining  them  in  good 
order,  apart  from  a few  minor  complaints  which  were  remedied  on 
warnings  being  given.

It  is  a matter  for  regret  that  it  was  decided  to  discontinue 
grants  under  these  Acts  from  September  1945  as  there  was  every 
likelihood  that  more  advantage  was  to  be  taken  of  grants  towards 
the  reconstruction  of  houses  in  the  rural  areas.  The  increased 
number  of  applications,  17,  received  and  approved  during  1945 
bears  this  out. 

3.  Housing  (Agricultural  Population)  (Scotland)  Act  1938.

4.  County  Council  Housing  Programme. 

During  1946  a survey  was  made  of  the  County  to  locate  suit- 
able sites  for  new  houses  be  built  under  the  Council’s  temporary 
and  permanent  housing  programme.  A large  number  of  sites  were 
visited  and  possible  water  supplies  gauged  and  sampled.  Eleven 
sites  with  adequate  water  supplies,  suitable  drainage  outlets  and 
adjacent  electricity  supplies  were  found  for  88  temporary  houses 
and  4 sites  with  adequate  water  supplies  and  suitable  drainage  for 
22  permanent  houses. 

Temporary  houses  completed  and  occupied  during  1946  in 
addition  to  the  proposed  sites  mentioned  above  are  as  follows : — 
Whitehills  10,  Portgordon  10,  Fordyce  5.  All  applicants  for  these 
houses  were  visited  and  their  present  houses  inspected.  It  would 
appear  from  the  details  of  the  families  applying  for  houses  that 
there  is  a need  for  4-apartment  and  5-apartment  houses  in  villages 
in  the  County  and  it  is  hoped  to  assess  this  need  by  the  survey  men- 
tioned in  paragraph  1 of  this  section. 

D.  FOOD  SUPPLY. 

1.  Milk  Production. 

At  31st  December  1946,  the  total  number  of  registered  dairies 
in  the  whole  County  was  115,  of  which  88  were  in  the  Landward 
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area  and  27  in  Burghs.  There  were  5 exempted  premises  in  the 
Landward  area  and  1 in  a Burgh. 

The  number  of  dairies  licensed  to  produce  Designated  Milk  in- 
creased from  4 in  1941  to  22  at  31st  December  1946.  Table  I.  shows 
the  numbers  of  designated  licences  held  during  the  various  years. 
The  dairies  licensed  to  produce  graded  milk  under  the  different  de-

Table  II.  shows  the  numbers  of  graded  milk  samples  taken 
and  the  results  of  these  samples.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  high 
percentage  of  butter  fat  in  the  samples  taken.  Of  the  115  samples 
taken  in  1946,  14  showed  fat  in  the  3.0%  to  3.5%  group,  38  in  the 
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3.6%  to  4.0%  group,  30  in  the  4.1%  to  4.5%  group  and  33  in  the 
4.6%  to  5.0%  and  over  group.  These  figures  compare  favourably 
with  the  3.0%  minimum  fat  content  for  genuine  milk  and  will  com- 
pare favourably,  I am  sure,  with  fat  percentages  for  the  rest  of 
Scotland.

The  gallonag©  of  milk  pi'oduced  and  sold  as  liquid  milk  in  the 
County  and  outwith  the  County  during  the  year  to  31st  December 
1946  was  1,508,083  gallons.  This  figure  does  not  include  milk  con- 
sumed on  farms  either  domestically  or  for  stock  rearing  so  that  the 
aotual  production  figure  would  be  greater.  Of  this  total,  38.688 
gallons  were  Standard  milk  and  269,056  gallons  were  Certified  and 
Tuberculin  Tested,  the  respective  percentages  being  2.57%  and 
17.84%,  a combined  percentage  of  20.41%  of  designated  milk. 
These  figures  are  very  gratifying  and  the  picture  is  even  brighter 
when  one  considers  that  a fair  number  of  designated  licences  were 
granted  in  the  latter  half  of  1946  with  the  result  that  their  produc- 
tion is  not  fully  reflected  in  the  percentage  for  the  year’s  produc- 
tion. As  an  indication  of  the  true  percentage  of  designated  milk, 
it  may  he  mentioned  that  the  percentage,  of  cows  in  designated 
herds  at  31st  December  1946  was  approximately  33%.  The  relative 
figure  for  1941  was  approximately  9.3%.  It  is  hoped  to  show  an 
even  better  percentage  of  designated  milk  produced  in  the  County- 
in  1947  as  it  is  known  that  an  additional  17  premises  are  hoping  to 
qualify  lor  licences  to  produce  designated  milks. 

The  quality  premiums  payable  for  designated  milks  are  now 
available  to  dairymen  and  this  is  undoubtedly  having  an  effect  on 
the  class  of  milk  produced,  an  effect  which  is  to  the  "benefit  of  the 
consumer.  The  knowledge  or  fear  that  milk  from  animals  which 
are  tuberculin-tested  will,  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  be  the  only 
raw  milk  allowed  on  the  liquid  market  is  not  without  its  effect  in 
stimulating  farmers  to  free  their  herds  from  tuberculosis.  Pas- 
teurisation would  appear  to  be  impracticable  in  Banffshire  and,  in 
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lily  opinion,  Banffshire  can  look  forward  to  the  day  when  all  milk 
from  registered  dairies  will  be  tuberculin-tested. 

It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  the  majority  of  the  dairymen  of 
Banffshire  are  responding  to  the  drive  for  cleaner  milk  and  react- 
ing well  to  the  constant  supervision  and  instruction  which  is  given. 
Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  part  played  by  the  girls  of  the 
Women’s  Land  Army.  Where  dairymen  have  availed  themselves 
of  their  services,  practically  without  exception,  a great  improve- 
ment has  been  noted  in  the  cleanliness  and  methods  employed. 

There  is  still  room  for  improvement,  however,  in  the  methods 
employed  at  many  dairies  and  our  efforts  will  be  concentrated  on 
these  dairies.  There  is  also  a need  for  improvement  in  the  percent- 
age of  designated  milks  produced.  In  the  combined  areas  of  Aber- 
deenshire and  Kincardineshire  the  percentage  of  designated  milk 
produced  in  1946  was  59  98% , made  up  of  27.09%  Standard  and 
32.89%  Certified  and  Tuberculin-Tested. 

Buildings.  An  improvement  has  also  been  noted  in  the  dairy 
buildings  blit  there  is  still  a great  leeway  to  make  up  in  this  direc- 
tion. 28  dairies,  or  24%  can  be  said  to  fully  comply  with  the  dairy 
byelaws  ; 44  dairies,  or  38%.  can  be  said  to  be  fairly  satisfactory  and 
the  remainder  only  fair.  This  improvement  has  been  brought 
about  mainly  by  the  policy  of  requiring  that  premises  be  brought 
fully  up  to  modern  standards  when  a change  occurs  in  the  licence- 
holder  or  in  the  up-grading  of  a licence.  One  can  reasonably 
expect  that  with  the  present  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  prem- 
ises qualifying  for  designated  licences  the  percentage  of  satisfac- 
tory dairy  premises  will  increase  more  rapidly  than  hitherto. 

Proprietors  and  dairy  farmers  were  given  advice  on  the  con- 
struction and  reconstruction  of  dairy  premises.  It  is  gratifying 
to  report  that  both  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  this  ser- 
vice and  have  taken  advantage  of  it  to  the  fullest.  It  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  animals  that 
they  be  housed  in  properly  constructed  buildings  and,  in  addition, 
properly  constructed  buildings  are  one  of  the  prime  essentials  for 
clean  milk  production.  Correct  standings  and  wide  grips  make  it 
so  much  easier  to  keep  cows  clean,  with  undoubted  benefit  to  dairy- 
men and  their  workers,  that  many  tenant-farmers  are  themselves 
carrying  out  alterations  in  this  connection.  The  majority  of  dairy 
farms  in  this  County  are  not  let  as  such  but  are  let  as  commercial 
farms  with  the  result  that  many  dairy  farmers  have  to  carry  out 
improvements  at  their  own  expense.  This  is  acting  as  a brake  on 
the  modernisation  of  premises  and  the  numbers  of  premises 
licensed  to  produce  designated  milk.  It  would  be  of  assistance, 
both  to  the  attainment  of  the  aim  of  all  milk  being  of  graded 
standard  and  to  tenant-dairy-farmers,  were  loans  made  available 
towards  the  construction  or  reconstruction  of  premises,  perhaps 
through  the  medium  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  which  pays  the 
quality  premiums. 
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The  County  Council  set  an  excellent  example  in  dairy  premises 
construction  by  the  erection  in  1945  of  a byre  for  the  housing  of  56 
tuberculin-tested  cows  complete  with  ancillary  buildings  and  the 
modernisation  of  the  milkhouse  and  milk  scullery.  It  is  worthy 
of  note  that  the  milk  produced  at  this  dairy  is  of  a consistently 
high  standard  and  has  never  once  failed  to  pass  the  prescribed  tesL 
for  Tuberculin-tested  milk. 

There  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  steam 
sterilisation  plants  in  use.  At  31st  December  1946  the  number  of 
such  plants  was  35.  There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  milking-machines.  The  number  at  31st  December  1946  was  65. 
This  is  a great  advantage  from  the  public  health  point  of  view  as 
modern  milking  machines  when  handled  correctly  and  properly 
sterilised  are  very  efficient  and  lessen  the  risk  of  contamination. 

There  are  3 dairies  in  the  County  with  milking-parlours,  2 of 
them  operating  in  conjunction  with  byres  and' 1 in  conjunction 
with  the  court  system.  In  July  1946  the  Council  appointed  a Milk 
Officer  to  act  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector 
in  the  control  of  milk  production.  She  is  proving  of  great  assist- 
ance in  the  sampling  of  graded  and  ungraded  milk,  in  the  super- 
vision of  milk  production  and  in  the  instruction  of  dairymen  and 
their  workers  in  the  correct  methods  of  milk  production,  sterilisa- 
tion of  equipment,  etc 

The  number  of  dairy  inspections  carried  out  in  the  Landward 
area  during  the  years  under  review  was  : — 1942 — 119,  1943 — 160. 
1944 — 149,  1945 — 249.  The  total  number  of  inspections  made  in 
the  Burghs  by  Burgh  Sanitary  Inspectors  was  : — 1942 — 87,  1943 — 
85,  1944—63,  1945—86. 

In  order  to  obtain  uniformity  in  supervision  and  to  relieve  the 
Burgh  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  work,  it  was  decided  in  1946  to 
place  the  whole  of  the  dairies  in  the  County  under  the  control  of 
the  County  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  number  of  inspections  made 
of  all  dairies  in  the  County  during  1946  was  566. 


Milk-in-Schools  Scheme. 

During  1946,  10  samples  were  taken  from  the  milk  supplied  to 
schools.  9 samples  proved  satisfactory  and  1 proved  below  stand- 
ard. This  case  was  reported  to  the  Police,  who  carry  out  sampling 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  on  a further  sample  being 
taken  and  found  below  standard,  the  dairyman  was  charged  and 
fined.  A scheme  was  commenced  in  1946  whereby  69  of  the 
County’s  74  schools  aie  to  be  supplied  with  tuberculin-tested  milk. 
1 dairyman  will  supply  3 schools  and  another  66  schools.  Of  the 
remaining  5 schools,  all  of  which  are  small  and  isolated,  1 will  be 
supplied  with  ordinary  milk  and  4 with  dried  milk. 
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2.  Butter  Premises. 

There  are  1064  persons  registered  for  the  sale  of  butter  and 
cheese.  The  production  of  butter  at  these  premises  is  principally 
during  the  summer  months  and  inspections  are  therefore  confined 
to  the  productive  period.  Visits  were  made  as  time  permitted. 
This  list  cannot  be  regarded  as  up-to-date  and  an  effort  will  be 
made  during  1947  to  have  every  place  visited  and  the  list  revised. 

3.  Meat  Inspection. 

There  are  two  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  landward  part 
of  the  County.  Renewals  of  licences  were  granted  to  Mr  William 
Roger,  Marypark,  Inveravon,  and  Mr  William  R.  Kelman,  33 
Main  Street,  Tomintoul,  in  respect  of  their  premises  at  these 
addresses.  12  inspections  were  made  during  1946  when  it  was 
found  that  the  slaughter-houses  were  being  conducted  satisfac- 
torily. 

See  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  further  aspects 
of  Meat  Inspection  (page  23).

The  tinned  goods  were  seized  due  to  decomposition  of  the 
contents  resulting  in  most  cases  from  the  blown  or  damaged  state 
of  the  tins.  Much  of  the  cereals  were  seized  following  damage 
by  rats  but  in  most  cases  were  despatched  for  re-processing  under 
the  Ministry  of  Food’s  salvage  scheme.  Goods  unsuitable  for 
re-processing  and  not  decomposed  were  disposed  of  for  pig-feeding. 

5.  Shops. 

The  inspection  of  food-purveying  shops  was  carried  out  as 
time  permitted  during  the  various  years.  27  shops  were  inspected 
during  1946.  Apart  from  minor  complaints,  the  shops  were  being 
conducted  satisfactorily.
